We  again  call  attention  to  the  ex- 
cellent work  of  Hamilton  in  the  Mile- 
stone. Not  only  were  his  cuts  and 
drawings  the  feature  of  the  publica- 
tion, but  his  humor  and  lierary  abil- 
ity added  much  to  effect  of  the  senior 
paragraphs  and  the  prophecy. 


One  of  the  most  deeply  felt  wants 
of  this  school  is  a  cultural  back- 
ground on  which  to  base  the  curricular 
activities  of  the  students.  As  is  nat- 
ural to  young  men,  an  out  of  the  or- 
dinary proportion  of  the  actual  class- 
room work  is  distasteful.  The  per- 
formance of  studying  and  reciting 
becomes  hum-drum  and  monotonous, 
and  each  one  turns  to  some  non-curri- 
cuiar  activity.  Here  is  the  rub.  We 
support  teams  of  various  varieties, 
so  that  some  must  interest  everyone. 
Besides  the  teams  there  are  golf  and 
tennis  tournaments  in  season.  And 
last  but  not  least  comes  the  smoking 
club.  In  all  these  there  is  not  one 
that  creates  in  any  way,  shape,  or 
manner  a  cultural  background.  The 
school  publications  serve  to  some  ex-  I 
tent,  but  they  benefit  only  a  very  few. 
In  other  schools  there  are  debating  ! 
clubs,  language  clubs,  bible  clubs,  and 
such  kindred  organizations.  At  Wor- 
cester Academy  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant clubs  is  the  English  Club. 
This  would  perhaps  be  the  best  model 
for  a  school  of  this  size  where  there  is 
room  for  only  one  such  club. 

It  would  be  an  entirely  new  plan  to 
be  worked  out  carefully  and  experi- 
mented with.  Roughly  the  method 
would  be  carried  on  in  this  fashion. 
At  some  set  period,  two  weeks  for  a 
starter,  there  would  be  a  meeting 
which  would  take  up  most  of  the  even- 
ing. In  this  gathering,  for  meeting 
is  hardly  descriptive,  the  members 
would  read  or  describe  from  prepared 
notes  their  version  of  some  current 
literary  topic.  An  outstanding  novel 
or  a  new  book  of  poetry  might  be  re- 
viewed by  the  members  and  discussed 
from  all  sides.  The  affair  would  be 
entirely  informal  and  refreshments 
would  be  served.  Through  the  in- 
fluence of  Mr.  Jarvis,  who  is  instiga- 
tor of  the  club,  certain  internationally 
known  men  of  letters  might  be 
brought  to  the  affair  if  the  progress 
warranted  it.  The  connection  with 
these  men  alone,  professors  in  the 
Harvard  Graduate  School,  would  make 
the  value  of  the  club  infinite.  Be- 
sides this  the  discussions  would  con- 
cern contemporary  writers  and  keep 
one  in  touch  with  the  latest  word  in 
the  modern  literary  world. 

This  is  only  a  suggestion  and  sev- 
eral details  have  got  to  be  worked  out. 
Its  object  of  studying  contemporary 
literature  in  an  interesting  way,  of 
creating  a  cultural  background,  and 
of  providing  an  outside  activity  which 
is  interesting  and  instructive  are 
worthy:  and  we  hope  to  see  the  club 
in  full  swing  next  year.
